Seven Varieties of Slaw—For 
variety add: 
For number one, one and one- 
half cups of finely chopped celery. 
For number two, mix cottage 
cheese and cabbage. 
For number three, three green 
peppers, chopped fine.

For ..umber five, one tablespoon 
of each, celery and mustard seed.

For number .seven, cut a slice 
from tho top of small tomatoes and 
scoop out the center with a spoon 
and fill with slaw. 
Use coleslaw as a garnish for 
braised, goulashes, stews and pot- 
roast; dust thickly with paprika 
and a little grated cheese. 
Cooked Dressing—One-half cup 
of vinegar, one-half cup of water, 
one teaspoon of salt, one-half tea­ 
spoon of paprika, one teaspoon of 
mustard, three level tablespoons of 
cornstarch and one level tablespoon 
of sugsi.
